KATMANDU (Reuter) 
— Six Nepalese sherpa 
guides have challenged 
the clklm of two Europe¬ 
an mountaineers that 
they reached the summit . 
of Everest last month 
without oxygen 

The guides, who have 
all scaled the 8,848-metre 
peak. Include Tenzing 
Norgay who, with New 
Zealander Sir Edmund 
Hillary, first conquered 
Everest In 1953 

They told a news con¬ 
ference Wednesday that 
on the evidence they had, 
they did not believe Rein- 
hold Messner of VIII- 
noess. Italy, and Peter 
Habeler of Mayrhofen, 
Austria, could have made 
the climb In the way they 
described. 

MESSNER. 31. and Ha¬ 
beler. 35. members of an 
Austrian expedition, 
claimed to have made a 
rapid ascenf of the 
world's highest peak 
without oxygen May 8. 

Tenzing Norgay said 
they could not have 
climbed from a southern 
pass to the summit and 
back in eight hours, as 
first anports slated. 

He and Hillary had 
taken nine hours from a 
camp higher than the 
Austrians', and climbers 
moved much more slowly 
without oxygen at very 
high altitudes. 

IN MAYRHOFEN, 
Austria. Habeler denied 
the sherpas' allegations 
point by point. 

'Hie sherpas are not in 
a position to say what was 
possible or Impossible be¬ 
cause they were not 
there," he said. 

Tenzing said he was not 
challenging ihe claim by 
Messner ani Habeler to 
have reached the sum¬ 
mit-only whether they 
could have done so with¬ 
out oxygen and returned 
to the pass In the time 
stated. 

The other sherpas also 
did not challenge the as¬ 
cent but said they have 
serious doubts that 
Messner and Habeler 
never used oxygen 

THEY SAID the two 
European climbers had 
oxygen and the necessary 
equipment at the south- 
era pass camp—admitted 
by the climbers—and a 
count of oxygen bottles a 
few days later showed 
/that two were missing. 
Messner and Habeler 
also had sent the sherpas 
down from the southern 
camp the day before the 
ascent, whereas normal¬ 
ly they would have stayed 
to help if needed. 

The sherpas alleged 
that Mesaner's lips and 
cheeks were not burned 
by the sun at they would 
have been had he not used 
an oxygtn mask 


OTTAWA (CP) - The 
chairman of the govern¬ 
ment's wage and price con¬ 
trol program hat bid for sala¬ 
ry raises for a declining 
number of employees at the 
Anti-Inflation Board that are 
nearly double the average in¬ 
crease set for other Cana¬ 
dians. 

Harold Renouf-told the 
Commons finance committee 
that he has asked the govern¬ 
ment for gn additional $479,- 
(00 in salaries and wages this 
year, bringing the board's 
total payroll to $12.5 million. 

Yet the anticipated number 
of Jobs at the board would 
drop.to 835 from <80, he said. 

That means the average 
board salary would rise by 
more than 11.5 per cent—al¬ 


most twice the six-per-cent 
standard set by the board for 
other wage settlements this 
year—to $19,885 from $17,847. 

Renouf said the Increases 
are needed to cover higher 
civil service union contracts, 
annual raises, promotions 
and benefits. 

The Anti-Inflation Board 
was formally replaced 
Thursday by another govern¬ 
ment monitoring agency run 
by the Economic Council of 
Canada. 

But Renouf told MPs he has 
no idea when the board will 
actually close its doors. It

ROME (Reuter) — Italian 
President Giovanni Leone 
announced his resignation 
Thursday night In the face of 
accusations of tax evasion 
and financial irregularities. 

Speaking in a countrywide 
television broadcast, Leone, 
89, said he made the decision 
to counter sensational re¬ 
ports about his affairs. 

“The moment in which the 
defamatory campaign 
seemed to have struck the 
confidence of political forces, 
my choice could not be any¬ 
thing else but this,” Hfe said. 

The president, who was 
scheduled to step down la De¬ 
cember at the end of a seven- 
year term, was accused of 
financial Irregularities over 
the building of a 38-room villa 
outside Rome. 

The crisis over the presi¬ 
dency—which came only 
weeks after Italy emerged 
from the trauma of the mur¬ 
der of former premier Aldo 
More—moved toward a cli¬ 
max Thursday after the pow¬ 
erful Communist party called 
tor Leone's resignation. 

“1 still believe that today 1 
have a duty to tell you—and 
you as Itallaa citizen* have 
the right to be assured by 
me—that lor six years and a

half you have had an honest 
man as president of the re¬ 
public,” he said. 

“I maintain I have served 
the country with constitution¬ 
al propriety and moral dig¬ 
nity.”

The source also said the 
report recommended that the 
government appoint an arbi¬ 
trator to handle specific com- ’ 
plaints about kickbacks, and 
that the federal government 
compile a detailed report on 
rebates, allowances and dis¬ 
counts in the food Industry 

The source, who asked not 
to be identified, said expert 
researchers in the committee 
had uncovered several ap¬ 
parent cases of kickbacks in 


the industry, but none were 
major and none could be do¬ 
cumented. 

The source said the sort of 
thing that appeared to have 
been going on involved super¬ 
market, clerks being offered 
free trips or television sets 
for giving a product better 


shelf space or helping pro 
mote it. 

Bawtree said the type of 
kickbacks unearthed were 
not found in the major super 
market chains, but in the 
smaller franchises. He said 
the kickbacks usually in 
volved the lower echelon of 
personnel in the stores. 


Looking at rebates , 
Allmand tells House 

OTTAWA (CP) — Allegations that some food pro¬ 
cessors are forced to pay kickbacks to large grocery 
chain stores are under investigation by the combines 
investigation branch. Consumer Affairs Minister 
Warren Allmand said Thursday. 

The minister said it might be illegal if rebates 
are paid in a discriminatory way. To date, no evi¬ 
dence of discriminatory’ payments had been found.

Lauk cites new ‘ near-miss’ murder 


A recent murder in B.C. 
almost went 'unnoticed be¬ 
cause of the government's 
attitude toward the coroner's 
service, Vancouver lawyer 
Gary Lauk (NDP-yancouver 
Centre) charged Thursday in 
the Legislature. 

Lauk cited a recent mur- 
der case involving the death 
of Leroy William Wannebo. 
17, who was first believed to 
have died la a car accident 
but was then found to have 


been killed by gunshot 

wounds to the head. 

Lauk said as a result ofthe 
government’s attitude to¬ 
ward the coroner’s service, 
the Lower Mainland murder 
had almost gone unnoticed. 

A day and a half after 
Wanpebo's death had been 
registered as the result of a 
car accident, an employee of 
Langley Towing looked at the 
motor vehicle in question and 
noticed that blood from the 


dead man was sprayed on the 
back of the Inside of the vehi¬ 
cle. 

"On further inspection the 
employee found bullet frag¬ 
ments in the vehicle and re¬ 
ported the matter to the 
RCMP." Lauk said 

Subsequent examinations 
led to the conclusion thet 
Wannebo had been mur¬ 
dered.

eral dbring the absence from 
the house of Gardom. said 
procedures had been proper¬ 
ly followed. He claimed the 
first post-mortem performed 
on Wannebo did not result in 
detailed examination of the 
head of the victim because 
the Injuries were severe. 

Williams stressed that 
when further Information 
came forward a second post 
mortem was conducted to re¬ 
veal the bullet wounds

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Airlines would ferry troops 


OTTAWA (CP) — Commercial airilnM 
have agreed to earn troop* in a wartime 
emergency and details are being worked out 
with the air carriers. Defence Minister 
Barney Denson said Thursday. 

Department officials added that they were 
talking with the airliner about how far the 
carriers were willing to go "in a shooting 
circumstance." 

Their comments came as the Commons 
defence committee discussed efforts to 
deter an enemy attack in Europe. 

Admiral Robert Falls, chief of defence 
staff, said after the committee meeting 
the armed forces had already chartered 
aircraft under the agreement for carrying 
freight. But the accord had never been 
tested in a military situation such as eva¬ 
cuating people from battle zones. 


NATO allies are also thinking of asking 
manufacturers of civilian aircraft to 
strengthen loading doors and floors to bear 
heavy military equipment in cases of emer¬ 
gency, he said. 

Falls told the committee the Warsaw pact 
forces in Europe also had plans to reinforce 
their front-line troops with reserves carried 
by civilian aircraft. 

Working out similar agreements with Ca¬ 
nadian carriers helped to balance this Soviet 
capability and maintain the balance of 
power In Europe, he said. 

"We would need ail the airlift we have In 
the event of an imminent conflict In Europe 
to reinforce our elements and make sure 
they are viable unit*," FalH said. 

John Kllllck. department supply chief, 


said the agreement with the airlines was 
reached two years ago "and has been work- 
ing very satisfactorily." 

Air Canada employee* occasionally meet 
with military officials to discuss strategic 
planning, he said. 

There were problems in using civilian 
aircraft. • 

They are generally scheduled to leave 
from regular airports and land on civilian 
airstrips. But sometimes it isn't easy to get 
troops to such airports.

Grits reject Indian Act review 


OTTAWA (CP) — The op¬ 
position parties shovelled 
statistics at the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment Thursday to ill us 
trate the "unacceptable" 
conditions in which native 
people live. 

Roughly 87 per cent of Can¬ 
ada’s native people live in 
substandard housing. S4 per 
cent have annual household 
incomes of less than $2,500 
and only six per cent ever 
complete high school, J. R. 
(Bob) Holmes, the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative Indian af¬ 
fairs spokesman, told the 
Commons. 

He was opening debate on a 
motion urging the govern¬ 
ment to form a special joint 
Commons-Senate committee 
that would propose revisions 
to the Indian Act. 


NATIVE CONDITIONS DEPLORED 


The motion was defeated in 
a vote by Liberals and Social 
Creditors against Conserva¬ 
tives and New Democrats. 

"Existing conditions af¬ 
fecting the Indian people are 
unacceptable in human and 
economic terms,” said 
Holmes. “A nation's Image is 
reflected in its attitude to¬ 
wards its disadvantaged:" 

Holmes added that there 
wasirrefutable evidence that 
the government's continuing 
policy of assimiliatloo was 
failing to solve Indian prob¬ 
lems. The best solutions 


would be in a new Indian Act 
based on the British North 
America Act. the country's 
constitution. 

He presented other figures 
designed to show that non-na¬ 
tive Canadians have a far 
superior standard of living. 

Only 11 per cent of C'ana- 
daans as a whole lived in 
substandard housing, com¬ 
pared with the 87 per cent for 
natives. About 18 per cent, 
one-third of the native figure 
of 54 per cent, had annual 
household incomes of less 
than $2,500, and at least 8$ 


per cent—alniost 15 times the 
native six per cent—complet¬ 
ed high school. 

David Orlikow (NDP— 
Winnipeg North) added to the 
grim statistical picture. 

He said that about two 
years ago the national Infant 
mortality rate was 15 per 1,- 
ooo births, compared with 
35.8 for Indians and 53.2 for 
Inult. The 1074-75 average an¬ 
nual Income on reserves was 
$1,959 compared with the na¬ 
tional average of $8,200. 

“Do I need to remind mem¬ 
bers of this Parliament how 


poorly a person must live 
when his income Is less than 
$2,500 a year?” said Orlikow. 

Indian Affairs Minister 
Hugh Faulkner said he was 
willing to amend the Indian 
Act but could not support yet 
another study of the matter. 
He indicated It was his re¬ 
sponsibility to put forward 
suggested revisions. 

The act no longer reflected 
the needs and interests of the 
Indian people, nor did it re¬ 
flect the proper role of the 
minister. The last time It had 
been amended w as in 1950. 

Faulkner denied the gov¬ 
ernment is continuing to fol¬ 
low the assimilation policy 
proposed in the Its 1989 white 
paper on Indian affairs. That 
paper was rejected by In¬ 
dians. 


Big Tennessee dam 
stalled by tiny fish 



WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled Thursday that work on 
a $! 16-million Tennessee dam 
must stop because the En¬ 
dangered Species Act ex¬ 
pressly protects the river 
home of a tiny species of fish. 

However, the decision in¬ 
volving the Teillco dam may 
represent only a temporary 
reprieve for the snail darter, 
a rare species of perch whose 
odly known natural habitat Is 
a 27-ldlometre stretch of the 
Uttle Tennessee River. Con¬ 
gressional supporters of the 
dam said they would move 
hastily to change the law . 

The snail darter, which 
grows to three Inches, has 
been the focal point of a bat- 
lie between environmenta¬ 
list* and oommercial inter¬ 
ests. 

The court's decision ended 
a three-year court battle over 
the question of whether the 
law protecting endangered

species justified abandon¬ 
ment of the nearly completed 
Tennessee Valley Authority 
dam. 

Environmentalists seeking 
to protect the fish had tost out 
In a federal court trial, but 
won when the case was taken 
to the 6th VS. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. The Supreme 
Court's 6-to-3 decision upheld 
the appellate court ruling. 

"The-plain Intent of Con 
gress . . . was to halt and 


reverse the trend toward spe¬ 
cies extinction, whatever the 
cost,” Chief Justice Warren 
Burger said. 

Justices Lewis Powell Jr., 
Harry Blackmun and Wil¬ 
liam Rehnquist dissented. 

“I have little doubt that 
Congress will amend the En¬ 
dangered Species Act to pre¬ 
vent the grave consequences 


made possible by today's de¬ 
cision,” Powell wrote, ad¬ 
ding: 

"There will be little senli- 
, ment to leave this dam stand¬ 
ing before an empty reser¬ 
voir, serving no purpose 
other than a conversation 
piece for incredulous tour¬ 
ists.”

Owen said the rescue force 
would be ready to go Into 
action on short notice, but 
there is no Immediate expec¬ 
tation it will be needed.

It is receiving training 
on how to evacuate civilians 
and how to secule an airfield 
to be used for rescue work 
In Salisbury, Rhodesian

The source did not rule out 
the Syrian army moving 
south if Indeed President 
Sarkis got the Christians 
under control and UNIFIl.

THE CURRENT DISPUTE between nurse* and 
administration at the Vancouver General Hospi¬ 
tal is of concern to everyone in the prov¬ 
ince since the hospital is a major referral centre 
receiving patients from all over B.C. Trouble has 
been brewing the past several months and it is 
unfortunate that the nurses' complaints have nj>t" 
been heeded. 

Dr. Murray Kllman, head of the Vancouver 
Medical Association, commented that the 
nurses' complaints have "received less attention 
than a rip in the linoleum." As a result the 
situation has gone from bad io worse. MeiUn 
April the director of surgical nursing quit, con* ' 
plaining of inadequate staff and training. On 
June 1, three of the hospital's most experi¬ 
enced nurses, those directing obstetrics and 
gyneacology, psychiatric nursing and medical 
nursing.were fired. Since then a near walkout of 
nurses has been averted and a committee of 
concerned nurses is pushing for greater recogni¬ 
tion in the scheme of things. 

When we consider that nurses are the back¬ 
bone of any hospital's function, that they more 
than anyone work closely with patients and that 
their salaries account for 50 per cent of the 
hospital's budget, we cannot deny them the right 
to more control over the hospital's operation. 
The nurses at the Vancouver General want to 
sec the appointment of a vice-president of nurs¬ 
ing who would have direct access to the presi¬ 
dent, a situation which would be comparable to 
that at Victoria General where the director of 
nursing deals directly with the executive direc¬ 
tor. Understandably, in most Canadian hospitals 
the mos! senior nurse is the hospital's second- 
ranking executive. Although the structure at the 
Vancouver'General is being revamped, the 
director of nursing is responsible to the 
vice-president of operations who is in charge of 
all the hotel functions of the hospital, such as 
laundry and meals. He in turn reports to the 
president. The hospital's board has proposed to 
expand the management executive committee to 
include nurses from an internal nursing commit¬ 
tee. But having a vice-president in charge of 
nursing seems to be a much more direct way of 
having someone who is knowledgeable, not only 
about hospital operation but about patient care, 
in charge of the nursing function. 

Another important issue at stake in the 
dispute is one pertaining directly to patient 
care. Today’s hospitals do not keep patients long 
unless they are seriously ill. Many of them are 
being cared for in specialty units and very 
often with the use of new technology. For this 
reason, nurses are particularly' csncerned with 
the education program at the Vancouver Gen¬ 
eral. There, newly-employed general nurses re¬ 
ceive only eight hours of orientation compared to 
four full days at St. Paul’s in Vancouver and the 
Royal Columbian in New Westminster. In spe¬ 
cialty areas where team work is essential, two or 
three weeks of orientation are required Ip these 
other hospitals while the Registered Nurses' 
Association claims there are some specialty 
areas at Vancouver General where there is in 
fart no orientation. Nurses,who have been 
trained in college rather than in the hospital and 
even experienced nurses who are new to a 
hospital should, in ail fairness, be adequately 
trained on a hospital's particular equipment. 
When they are not, the thought of the possible 
consequences is indeed frightening. No matter 
how good a nurse may be. she cannot be expect¬ 
ed to guess her way through a shift on the 
intensive care ward or in emergency.

Seems almost unbelievable, but 
there are 1( of them. 

So go ahead, name one or two who 
you could say are outstanding and com¬ 
mand national attention. 

No trouble getting “big names" on 
the French side of the Cabinet. 

The biggest, Pierre Trudeau of 
course — so big he dwarfs everyone in 
Cabinet except perhaps Finance Minis 
ter Jean Chretien who. making his 
name as Parliament's "street fighter,” 
swiftly is becoming the federal folk hero 
of Quebec 

In one respect. Jean Chretien mea 
sures up with Trudeau, shoulder to 
shotllder, as one of the two men avail 
able who are capable of staring down 
Separatist Quebec Premier Rene Le¬ 
vesque. » 

But after Trudeau and Chretien, w ho 
In the French side of the Cabinet is 
major league In national recognition 
and Influence? 

Minister of State fur Federal-Provin¬ 
cial Relations Marc Lalondo? 


Hardly. Not in that particular portfo¬ 


lio of rtlalively inactive obecurtty. If 
Mare Lalonde has any claim to national 
standing It has to be as Trudeau's desig¬ 
nated party organizational boss in Que 
bee, the real and present symbol to the 
ljuebecols of "French Power" In Eng 
llsh Canada. , 

Fisheries and Environment Minister 
Romeo Leblanc? 

Could be. For he has a special lever 
age as Trudeau's former affably able 
press secretary and currently the un 
questioned Liberal overseer and power 
broker in new Brunswick and the Aca 
dlan regions of Atlantic Canada. 

' So that's Trudeau and three others. 
Chretien, Lalonde and Leblanc on the 
French side 

But who of the English ministers 
'peaks for the rest of Canada-beyond 
Quebec, now that John Turner and Don 
aid Macdonald are gone? 

Straight from the man's mouth has 
come the answer — a concession from 
Minister of State for Small Business 
Anthony Abbott (hat there realty isn't 
anyone. 

“I’m prepared to concede that as a 
possibility," he admitted lamely the 
other day when asked if It might not be 
true that Prime Minister Trudeau has 
reason to be disappointed in his Eng 
lish-speaking ministers.” 


Peace in the Middle East: 


What are the obstacles? 


In the current Middle-East¬ 
ern stand-off. exacerbated by 
the United States debate over 
fighter planes delivery to 
Saudi Arabia. Egypt and Is¬ 
rael. much of the blame for 
stalling peace negotiations is 
heaped on Israeli Prime Min¬ 
ister Menachen Begin. The 
basic charge is that the 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat risked all in flying to 
Jerusalem last November, 
and received nothing in re¬ 
turn from an intransigent Is¬ 
raeli government. As a re¬ 
sult. Sadat's popularity 
soared —In the U S. he is well 
ahead of President Carter — 
and sympathy for the belea 
gured-Israelis declined. ■ 

Given the incendiary na 
ture of the Middle East, due 
largely to the opposing com¬ 
mitments of the two super¬ 
powers, the emotional attach 
menl to (he Holy places of 
three major religions, and 
the sensitivity of the mechan¬ 
ized nations to the supply of 
Arabian oil, the desire to see 
a lasting peace in that area is 
understandable. 

There Is no doubt that the 
leaders of Israel and Egypt 
want peace. One has only to 
see the anguish on Begln's 
face at a funeral of a fallen 
Israeli soldier. Egypt's econ¬ 
omy, Sadat's major concern, 
is disastrous: Egypt's rapid¬ 
ly growing multitudes, esti¬ 
mated at about 10 million, in¬ 
crease by about one million a 
year. The entire population 
(99 per cent) is concentrated 
in 3.5 per cent of Egypt’s 
area, along the River Nile. In 
l pper Egypt the Nile Is 
dammed at Aswan, creating 
Lake Nasser, which contains, 
137 million acre/feet of water 
(189 billion cubic metres), the 
third largest artificial lake in 
the world. (The dam itself 
has the same volume of 
building material as the W. 
A.C. Bennett Dam in British 
Columbia.) The Aswan Dam. 
is extremely vulnerable to 
nuclear attack, and in effect 
prevents Egypt from ever en¬ 
gaging in (total war. 

Egy pt's annual incomo per 
capita Is approximately (270 
(Canada’s is about 87.000. Is 
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reel's about 83.500). Egypt'9 
only natural resource is some 
oil. drilled in the Gulf of Suez, 
within easy reach of Israeli 
artillery. • 

As a result, Sadat's position 
as the Arab world's major 
advocate of peace is based 
mainly on strategic and eco¬ 
nomic considerations. 

While Israel's economy is 
not in comparable shape to 
Egypt’s, Israelis are the 
highest taxed people in the 
world, who have, in effect, 
lived in a state of war since 
1936. A 42-year-old Israeli has 
lived in a garrison since 
birth. Military service, for 
men and women, is for ex¬ 
tended periods: three years 
for men, two for women, and 
annual reserve' duties. Is¬ 
raelis are very, very tired of 
war. 

W’hat. then, are tpe obsta¬ 
cles to a peace agreement 
between the two) leaders, if 
both, in principle, favor 
peace? 

First, Israel, with good 
cause, Is obsessed with secu¬ 
rity. The population ratio be¬ 
tween Israel and the Arab 
confrontation states, not the 
entire Arab world, is one to 
18. Militarily, Israel is at a 
five to one disadvantage, and 
prevails only because of su¬ 
periority in training and tech¬ 
nology. 

Israel cannot forget that on 
the very day independence 
was declared, five Arab 
armlbs Invaded, lo join Arab 
forces such as Jordan's Bril 
ish commanded Arab Legion, 
already in the country , in 
order to "push the Jews into 
the sea”, in effect a sequence 
to the European holocaust, of 
recent memory in 1948. 

Israel also remembers the 
closure of the Gulf of Eilat to 
Israel's vital southbound 
shipping, by Sadat's prede¬ 
cessor (1967). and the all-out 
Arab attack on (he most sol¬ 
emn Jewish religious holi¬ 
day: Yom Kippur. 1973. 
Sadat changed Egypt's na¬ 
tional holiday to October 6 to 
commemorate the attack. - 

Israel also remembers the 
closing to Jews of Jerusa¬ 


lem's holy places during 18 
years of Jordanian rule. 

Most important in Israel's 
memory is how close to her 
lifeline and her major cities 
were enemy tanks and guns 
for 18 years. Israel cannot 
agree lo the establishment of 
a hostile Palestinian state. 
Recent actions by the PU), 
the burning of a bus near 
Tel-Aviv. 38 dead, the bomb¬ 
ing of a bus in Jerusalem, six 
dead, and the murder of Ger¬ 
man visitors near Nablus, in¬ 
crease Israel's determination 
not to see a PLO government 
in the neighborhood. 

A second important factor 
concerns the psy chological 
makeup and background of 
the major protagonists: 
Begin, an ttbservaiyulaw, be¬ 
lieves in God's promise to 
Abraham as fervently as a 
devout Christian believes in 
the Resurrection. He finds it 
conscientiously very diffi¬ 
cult. as either he or his suc¬ 
cessor eventually must, to 
put his signature on a docu¬ 
ment alienating a tract of the 
Promised Land. 

Begin, who was born in Po¬ 
land. lost his parents lit a 
Nazi concentration camp. 
Sadat was imprisoned by the 
British In Egypt fur pro-Nazi 
sy mpathies. Begin served in 
a Soviet-Russian labor camp. 
The U.S.S.R. was Egypt's 
closest non-Arab ally until. 
1976. 

Begin is subject to strict 
parliamentary control. He 
governs only as long as he 
pys the confidence of the 

st. Should he fail, the 
Leader of the Opposition, who 
is, of course, a known public 
figure, probably will assume 
the prime ministership. 
Sadat, who is a likeable indi- 
v idual, it neverthelesa a mer¬ 
curial autocrat. He recently 
abolished substantial civil li¬ 
berties and jailed many of his 
opponents. Ills successor is 
unknown. Even if Begin 
trusts Sadat, what guarantee 
Is there that Sadat's succes¬ 
sor .will not take aggressive 
advantage of forward bases 
and airfields relinguished by 
an Israel that trusted a 
peace-loving Sadat? 



He used the phrase “lacklustre per 
sonalitles” In speaking of them.

Agriculture Minister Gene Whelan' 1 
The consumers of urban Canada — 
where the majority of voters live — 
detect him and his marketing boards 
controlling production and raising 
prices. 

Trade Minister Jack Horner? Ask 
the Albertans who know him best as a 
Conservative, and now, as the Quebec 
Pequistes would put it, a "rendu.” 

John Munro. Alastalr Gillespie, Bar 
ney Danson, Norm Cafik, John Ho 
berts? , 

Who are they, and really, how much 
do you care? 
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Our relations with the U.S.. 
during the Trudeau years 


OTTAWA — Until quite re 
cently top Trudeaucrats have 
been boasting about vast Im 
provements in relations with 
the United Slates since the 
advent of the Carter adminis¬ 
tration. Trudeau hit it off 
with Carter personally, we 
were told, and politically the 
two "liberals" re established 
the close rapport between t)t 
(awa and Washington that 
vanished when Nixon entered 
the White House. An im 
proved, more equitable and 
firmer-based version of old 
friendliness was blossoming 
in an Atmosphere of marsh 
mallow cordiality. 

Yet suddenly we have a 
"fish war" with threats of 
arrests of trespassers and 
gun boaLs patrollng dubious 
boundaries on both sides. 
How come? 

Well, the simple explana- 
tion is that despite the syrupy 
assurances of harmony, rela¬ 
tions between official Qtla 
wa and Washington ape not 
good. In fact, they have never 
been more strained within 
living memory than in the 
Trudeau decade. 

The marked deterioration 
started not with the advent of 
the Nixon administration in 
Washington but with Tru¬ 
deau's emergence as Pear¬ 
son's successor in Ottawa/ 

Contrary to popular 
mythology, there wasn't any 
Initial deep personal antago¬ 
nism between Nixon and Tru¬ 
deau. The tensions that 
cropped up were over basic 
political (or ideological) 
issues and would have oc¬ 
curred, given the same han 
dllng of those issues,Tegard 
less of who was in charge -in 
the White House and on Par¬ 
liament Hill. 

The first serious rift was 
caused by Trudeau's effort to 
pull Canada out of NATO. No 
president of the U.S. — had 
he been Kennedy, Risen 
bower, or some incarnation 
of FDR — could have been 
happy with Trudeau's at¬ 
tempt lo weaken and disrupt 
the far from robust Western 
collective defence system the 
remaining democracies need 
for their survival. For re 
gardless of how we look at it. 
maintenance and leadership 
of NATO has become one of 
America's historical respon 
sibilities in the perilous post- 
Second World War period 

When domestic political 
pressures ruled out the 
straight wrecking course old 
socialist Trudeau set when he 
took office in 1968. he at least 
crippled Canada's contribu 
tion to the alliance. Then he 
went to Moscow to sign his 
“friendship protocol" with 
the Kremlin totalitarian*. 

Not surprisingly, the result 
was steady deterioration of 
relations between Ottawa 
and Washington, and slow 
poisoning of the traditionally 
friendly atmosphere of dose 
co-operation between the two 
Intertwined countries. 

That this must have been 
Trudeau's.policy and not just 
some personal dislike of 
Nixon became obvious when 
Ford took over. One also 
should not forget that the 
“Viva Castro" kick pointedly 
coincided with Cuban -mili¬ 
tary conquest of Angola for 
the Kremlin, at a time when 
Ford was unable to do any 



ihing about it. And the “fish 
war." needless lo say. comes 
during “friend" Carter’s ad 
ministration. 

Bearing all this In mind, 
the alleged great Imprdve- 
ntents in Canada-U.S. rela¬ 
tions the Trudeaucrats talked 
so much about in recent 
months ran be seen as little. 
more than verbal fireworks 
intended to put voters jp a 
desired frame of mind for the 
election that was planned for 
mld-1978. 

When adverse Galfup polls 
made Trudeau chlcken-out of 
the already launched cam¬ 
paign. the immediate need 
for the appearance of har¬ 
mony with the Ui. disap¬ 
peared. One consequence of 


that is that Trudeau reverted 
to his old form in his holier- 
than-thou UN speech. 

Another consequence is the 
“flail war" which, you can 
bet on It, would not have 
occurred had we had the an¬ 
ticipated election. As it is, 
our myopic nationalists, 
whose wavering support the 
Trudeaucrats seek to firm 
up, are being shown how 
tough the PM can get with the 
Yanks. Since many of the 
"nationalists” are also emo¬ 
tional or doctrinaire anti 
Americans ant) sanclintoni 
ous pacifists (a luxury Can 
ada can indulge behind the 
' American nuclear shield with 
more abandon than any other 
Western country). Trudeau 
expects combined political 
benefits from these seem 
ingly unconnected moves 

The Americans are, as al 
ways, ex-pecled to refrain 

from kicking back and be 
ready to join In another round 
of friendship fireworks when 
ever Trudeau may need it 
Amazing that this ploy can 
still fool or impress anyone

At that time, I managed to peck out a few

discount because they had made the horrible mistake 
of purchasing a new car after having been on, say, a 
lease arrangement the previous year. 

The ICBC public relations department came out of 
Its Ivory tower in high dudgeon, all guns firing. Said 
G.G. Hunter was off base, not In possession of all the 
facts and was doing | disservice to the corporation. I 
digested the twaddle and umbrage, checked once 
again and wrote further scurrilous paragraphs. 

Now, in June, there Is no question whatsoever that 
safe drivers do not get discounts. ICBC has admitted 
such a discount does not exist and the whole exercise 
checks out as pure sham. Moscow Mptual, with the 
last monopolistic word, can't lose. The driver loses. 

What we have. In effect, is a no-elalms bonus 
against a plate policy. If. for Instance, you let a friend 
drive your car and he has an accident — you would be 
held responsible and would not get the discount the 
following year. It would not. however, harm the record 
of the person who had the accident. 

Therefore, ICBC, if It is to continue the discount 
program, should (a) change the name of the discount 
to a no-claims bonus plate policy, or (b) change the 
whole thing to a safe driving licence policy...

THE CONTINUING HASSLE over the proposed 
Transport Canada warehouse on our waterfront. A 
couple of rather sad facta emerge. First Transport 
Cakada says It cannot change plans now because the 
cement slab has been started and second, that the 
structural steel Is being cut. Fine, but does this stop 
v them from making changes — cosmetic changes to the 
exterior? You would think not, but hold it. this can't be 
done either — unless there la an extra expenditure of 
three-quarters of a million dollars. Let me explain. 

We now discover that there was no architect on 
this project because, according to Transport Canada, 
bringing such a luxury to the project would have 
resulted in an extra three-quarters of a million bucks 
over the budgeted figure. I am surprised to learn 
architects are so costly and I am also surprised that 
Transport Canada couldn’t put the arm on Ottawa to 
supply an architect out of whatever part of the bureau¬ 
cracy that has architects—and there must be many of 
them on the government payroll. 

Also, it is rather demeaning to learn that Victoria 
doesn't rate a less-than a million excess in spending 
when our government can throw around hundreds of 
millions of tax dollars in the emerging countries of 
Africa. 

I suggest to you had this new building been 
proposed for the old town of Quebec City, the screams 
would have quickly forced Ottawa to change its tune. 
But we here In Victoria do not have the "unity" clout 
of a Quebec City and so we will be stuck with a building 
not In keeping with what we are trying to achieve on 
our waterfront areas. ..

Field trips promote world travel

The field trip has gone big time. 

No longer is it confined to the fire house, local factories 
or farms, or points as distant as Vancouver. 

At Its March 12 meeting alone, for Instance, the Greater 
Victoria school board was informed of three different trips 
to Ottawa, two to Toronto, and others to Calgary, Banff, 
Regina, St. John's, Washington State, Portland, San Fran¬ 
cisco, Quebec, and France, and one to "England. France, 
etc.” where "etc." meant Scotland, Switzerland, Italy and 
Luxembourg. 

Nearly MO high school students and M elementary 
pupils, plus teachers and chaperones are Involved In 
this particular list, and each month, particularly during 
the spring, more requests come forward. 

The great diversity of lours these days Is Indicative of 
significant changes In the philosophy of what educa¬ 
tion is, what Canada Is, and the travel industry itself. 

The school district's pupil services superintendent, 
Court Brousson, says "seeing something first hand rather 
than reading It out of a book la an excellent, if not the best, 
way to learn about it" 

"When kids go somewhere and meet other students, 
they remember that for moat of their Uvea.” 

One of the biggest boosts to student travel in years is the 
Open House Canada program introduced by the secretary 
of state's department just this year. Designed to pro¬ 
mote the Canadian unity theme, the program offers 
virtually free.travel within the country to student groups 
or Individuals between the ages of 14 and 22. 

Participants are twinned with another of the same In¬ 
terests and age in another part of the country, and ex¬ 
change visits to each other’s homes. 

The cost? Well, a trip to Eastern Canada costs 64M to 
$M0 per student. But the federal government (that’s we 
taxpayers, by tha way), picks up the tab for transportation 
(by far the largest component of the trip) to and from 
the main destination leaving students and chaperones to 
cover their own expenses for local transportation, accom¬ 
modation and meals. With a little planning, and help from 
the people on the other end (who frequently raise money 
to cover most the visitors' expenses), that cost can be 
nU. 

The Open House Canada program has resulted In some 
significant changes in student travel, Brousson says. The 
program has encouraged more students to take major trips, 
and wjiere in the past they might have made special tours to 
the western U.S. or western Canada, they now are travelling 
to Eastern Canada more than ever before. 

The growth In student travel has encouraged many trav¬ 
el firms to specialize In it, either completely or through 
subsidiaries. One such firm is New Horizons Student Ser¬ 
vices, a branch of New Horizons travel service in Van¬ 
couver. According to Parry Olke, Its manager, the ser-

vice has been organizing student tours since 1966. Its 
specialty is a French language program In Paris which has 
attracted at least one claas from the Victoria area every 
year for the last five years. 

A few years ago, student tours were often run during 
the summer, but the trend today Is to student travel at 
any time of the year, concentrated around the spring 
break, Olke says Programs seem to be running longer, 
often running Into school days before or after the break. 

Olke says the cost of the European trips has definitely 
gone up. probably doubling In the last five years, primarily 
because of the Increasing cost of “ground services" 
such as accommodation, and the lower value of the Cana¬ 
dian dollar. The average European trip today runs be¬ 
tween 1800 and 6600. 

Although the Atlantic air fare wat has not reduced fly¬ 
ing coats below those available on charter flights, agents are 
using the Inexpensive scheduled flights more frequently 
because of their greater dependability, Olke said. 

“Before, if a group had a charier flight and some peo¬ 
ple dropped out, the travel operator would either have to 
absorb the cost of the empty seats himself, or cancel the 
whole flight to avoid a loss. With the scheduled services, 
if the numbers go down, the smaller numhgr can still 
make the trip.”

For another, there Is the duration, ap 
proxlmately the entire month of July, and the cost—this 
trip has a budget of more than 6160,000. 

The organizer of this tour, Oak Bay band teacher David 
Dunnet. takes It all In stride. After all. Oak Bay runs a 
major band tour of this type every two years, and in previ¬ 
ous trips has visited California, Japan, Hawaii, England 
and Europe. 

Dunnet and other staff members do much of the plan¬ 
ning for the trip themselves, to ensure that It Is more than 
just a allcUy-packaged tour. Most of the money, about 92 per 
cent, comes from the students themselves, with parents, the 
parents' auxiliary, Interested Individuals and local govern¬ 
ment pitching in to assist. 

The parents, chaperones and teachers on this trip all 
pay their own way, and when lost wages are taken Into ac¬ 
count, the cost is considerably higher than the 61.3M 
out-of-pocket expense, Dunnet notes. But each major 
trip (on alternate years the band takes a more modest 
tour in the western U.S. or Canada) Is two years in the 
planning, so that everyone, students included, have fair 
warning. » 

With a nod to Oak Bay's reputation for having parents 
who can afford to shell out a few grand for Johnny to go to 
Europe, Dunnet notes that most Oak Bay parents, hav¬ 
ing learned the value of hard work early, expect their chil¬ 
dren to do the same by coming up with the money for 
their own trip.

The dilemma a rose after 27-year-old Isaac Darryl Frank 
pleaded guilty to being unlawfully ft large Merch 27. 

Crown counsel Don Laughton told the court Frank, serv¬ 
ing a life sentence imposed In November. 1967 for non-capi¬ 
tal murder, failed to return from Comox after he was given a 
temporary pats to visit a sister there. 

"Whet ere you going to give me, life plus three months, 
or whet?” asked Frank, who Is serving his time at the B.C. 
Penitentiary on the Lower Mainland. 

After noting that he had no case law to follow In this 
Instance. Ostler sentenced Frank lo four months, to be 
served concurrently with his life term. 

Persons convicted of non-cspitel or second-degree mur¬ 
der are eligible for parole after serving 10 years of a life 
sentence under the Criminal Code of Canada. 


A 25-year-old man who told police he kicked In a window 
because he was frustrsted add depressed, was handed • 
suspended sentence, placed on six mooli)"' probation tnd 
ordered to perform 70 hours of community service work as 
well as make restitution. 

Reginald Bull, also known ts Reginald Baptiste and 
Wayne Baptiste, 521 Slmcoe. pleaded guilty to mlachief - 
causing wilful damage. , 

Laughton said Bull and two female companions were 
stopped by Victoria city police at about 2 a.m. last Friday In 
the 1200-block Government. Bull admitted to police he 
smashed a window valued at $250 at Pemberton Holmes 
Ltd.. 1000 Government Street, beceuse he was frustrated 
and depressed over not seeing his real parents tang years. 


Ostler handed out concurrent sentences of three months, 
two months and one month to a 45-year-old man who had 
three previoua drinking-driving convictions in the last three 
years. 

Karl Barry Gibson. 1830 Island Highway, pleaded guilty 
to Impaired driving, refusing to lake a breath test and driv¬ 
ing while his licence was suspended.

‘No ill 
effects’ 
in 2,4-D 
for lake 


PENTICTON (CP) — The 
B.C. water Investigations 
branch said Wednesday there 
would be no harmful effects 
as a result of use of the herbi¬ 
cide 2,4-D to combat Eura¬ 
sian milfoil weed In the 
Okanagan Lakes system. 

Dr. Peter Newroth, a biolo¬ 
gist with the branch, told (he 
final bearing of the pesticides 
control appeal board that: “1 
can’t say it (the chemical) is 
totally safe, only relatively 
safe." 

Newroth also said that new 
mechanical harvesting 
methods, suggested by sever¬ 
al groups as a way of elimin¬ 
ating the weed, would be too 
costly and would not be fast 
enough to meet the needs of 
the project. 

Valter Raudsepp. appeal 
board chairman, said a deci¬ 
sion on the findings would be 
released next week. 

Earlier Wednesday. Peter 
Scales, a spokesman for the 
water Investigations branch, 
said provincial government 
crews were ready to begin 
applying 2.4 D to the lakes as 
soon as the board approves 
permits. 

Seales said, however, ap¬ 
plication would be delayed 
tw'o weeks While local resi¬ 
dents were warned of themp- 
plications and alternative 
water supplies were ar¬ 
ranged. 

Dr. David Clarke, medical 
director of the South Okana¬ 
gan health unit, told the 
board Tuesday that he be¬ 
lieved the chemical would be 
harmful and “it is my job to 
protect the drinking water.” 

“In my area of the Okana¬ 
gan. there are over 600 water 
intakesand 120,000 people,” 
he said. “They wake up and 
worry about grapes. I worry 
about their water.” 


Macdonald’s post

OTTAWA (CP) - Defence 
Minister Barney Danson said

Allan McKinnon (Vic¬ 
toria), Conservative defence 
critic, asked whether the five 
companlea bidding for the 
contract would have to be 
cleared politically by Danaon 
and whether McDonnell- 
Douglas would have any un¬ 
fair advantage. 

Several Opposition MPs 
have said Donald Macdonald 
may be In a conflict-of-inter¬ 
est situation because of his 
former government connec¬ 
tions and the fact that the 
company Is seeking the fight 
er contract. Macdonald quit 
as finance minister last Sep¬ 
tember and joined the com¬ 
pany last month. 

“Has the minister issued 
any directives to ensure that 
his former colleague will not 
exert any influence whatso¬ 
ever in the decision?” 
McKinnon asked. 

Danson said he had had no 
discussions on this subject 
with Macdonald and if the 
company hired him hoping he 
could influence the govern¬ 
ment. "they've made a mis¬ 
take—they underrate both 
the government and Mr. 
Macdonald." 

He said the only effect 
Macdonald's position might 
have was that the company 
might “Just have to prove 
themselves 110 per cent 
where the others have to

The foundaiion. nolified of 
the region's agreement to 
purchase, agreed to spend 
$400,000 of Ihe money on a 
half-acre waterfront parcel 
of Wharf Street and donate ll 
as a regional park.

Doctors await

Victoria doctors plan a 
meeting next Thursday to re¬ 
view the health ministry’s 
suggestion lhal patients 
should sign for treatment 
they receive.

They endorsed a proposal 
by ihe BCMA for a charge 


card system which would 
give patients a financial rec¬ 
ord of services provided 

Speaking for himself, and 
not necessarily the medical 
society, Critchley said the 
new claim cards would be a 
nuisance to physicians, and 
would probably not achieve 
what the government hoped 
they would.

Symphony’s overture 
brings blast from city

With expressions of shock 
and amazement over the Vic¬ 
toria Symphony Society's "fi¬ 
nancial mess." Victoria city 
council's finance committee 
Thursday rejected an appeal 
from the organization for ad¬ 
ditional funds. 

The symphony society had 
asked for an unspecified 
amount to help offset a grow¬ 
ing deficit and enable the 
presentation of 18 summer 
concerts in Centennial 
Square. 

Armed with a three-page 
brief and financial statement 
for the past fiscal year,- sym 
phony society manager Jean 
Hunter and Alan Hoey, mem 
ber of the society's board of 
directors, appeared before 
the committee 


Mayor Michael Young was 
Ihe first to light into the so¬ 
ciety 

He said he was “shocked 
and horrified" by the so¬ 
ciety's financial situation. He 
said in view of Ihe deficit, he 
found it incredible lhal the 
society had prepared a $l.l 
million budget for the 1978-79 
fiscal year. 

"It seems to me absurd 
that a society that got Itself 
Into a mess like this, should 
be starting out with a budget 
over $1 million." the mayor 
said 

The second broadside came 
from finance committee 
chairman Aid- Murray Gla¬ 
zier. 

He said the symphony so¬ 
ciety shouldn't get any more 
(unds until il was shown that 


Ihe organization had definite 
proposals of how lo get its 
financial affairs under con¬ 
trol 

Both the mayor and Gla¬ 
zier. as well as Aid. William 
Tindall, lambasted the so¬ 
ciety for requesting addition¬

CP Air would Ilka i little 
atklaUnc* In Ita continuing 
right to remain profitable aa 
a domeatfc and International 
air carrier. Ita prealdent. Ian 
Gray, aald here Thuraday In 
an interview that he will be 
approaching B.C. Economic 
Development Mlnlater Don 
Phillips for "aome aort of aa- 
xlsUnce" In plana to expand 
Ita jet-engine overhaul bual- 
neaa at Vancouver Interna¬ 
tional Airport. 

Gray waan't apaclfic in 
suggesting how the B.C. tax¬ 
payers could help out. But he 
pointed out the possibilities 
being explored In Alberta 
where he said that adminis¬ 
tration Is going to assist War- 
dalr and Its own airline, Pa¬ 
cific Western, In setting up a 
major engine-overhaul plant 
at Edmonton. 

‘Gray'had a brief meeting 
with Premier Bennett later in 
the day. Asked how his Idea 
was received by the premier, 
Gray said: "Well, he didn't 
throw me out." 

The CP Air president went 
on to say that such a plant 
would have a distinct advan¬ 
tage over a similar operation 
In B.C. In that clients would 
not have to pay B.C.'a 9% 
sales tax. 

“We've gone and borrowed 
all that we possibly can to 
finance our new equipment," 
Gray. said, referring to the 
recent order of four DC-10 
wide-bodled jets. Therefore, 
he added, CP Air will require 
some sort of assistance In 
order to take advantage of 
potential engine-repair bust- 


Tbe airline executive ex¬ 
pressed pleasure and sur¬ 
prise In the recent upturn in 
revenue. 

"It's something that we 
didn't expect In Canada with 
almost a million people out of 
work," Gray said. He said 
that the company was also 
surprised about the manner 
In which the public Is re¬ 
sponding to cut-rate, off-hour 
fares, citing as an example 
the willingness of passengers 
to wait three hours or longer 
at Winnipeg terminal In the 
wee hours of the morning to 
change planes on a flight 


from Toronto to Vancouver 
— Such endurance Is reward¬ 
ed with a fare that Is equiva¬ 
lent to one-way economy plus 
$1, a $30 saving over the ABC 
charter fare that guarantees 
direct flights at far-more ad¬ 
vantageous hours. 

CP Air made a $3.3 million 
profit In 1077, a distinct turn 
around frpm the previous two 
years when It lost $10 million. 
One of the reasons for the 
change In direction is staff 
reductions which saw the 
workforce reduce from an 
alltime high of7.t!M In 1874 to 
$.700 at present. 


Gray said that current hir¬ 
ing practice Is concentrated 
al tne lower ranks and that 
nearly all of those laid off In 
the past three years, who 
were available, are back on 
the workforce. 

"We’re at our normal level 
right now," he,said. "There Is 
still some fat but we're not 
going to boil It out. Our cut¬ 
ting Is being done in a gra 
clous manner—by that I 
mean that certain employees 
are being given attractive 
early retirement options and 
things like that."

Gilbert has come up with an Interesting theory that this 
year the waters In the North Pacific are one degree warmer 
than usual, and he says that could effed fish migration and 
fishing patterns. 

He warn* fishermen to be on the lookout for strange 
things this year. 

Already there has been an explosion of anchovies on the 
west coast, with pretty well every bay and Inlet from 
Rarkley Sound north full of them. A new aircraft service is 
being used to fly freshly caught anchovies to supply the bait 
market. But there have been few anchovies In Alaska or 
California and they have been buying their bait from 
Vancouver Island bait fishermen this year. 

Gilbert says commercial fishermen on the west coast 
are going deeper than ever for their big salmon — 88-pound 
balls, Instead of 30-pound balls, and fishing at 100 fathoms to 
get to cold water. He adds that there has been a big demand 
for pink and red plugs by commercial trollere off the Big 
Bank and the Swiftsure. Gil¬ 
bert says the warm water is 
definitely as far as the Queen 
Charlottes and that there 
could be a tuna run off Cana 
dian waters this year.

Argue's plan would free tbe 
city from any financial re¬ 
sponsibility only If the dty Is 
not a party to any contract 
with the IOC. said Mike Wil¬ 
kinson. s spokesman for the 
city attorney's office. 

“If the deal was a contract 
with the city In which some 
organization would somehow 
underwrite the Games, there 
Is some question.

Big eight 
agree 
to boost 
demand 

PARIS (Reuter) — Canada 
and seven other Western in¬ 
dustrialized countries agreed 
Thursday to boost domestic 
demand over the next 18 
months as part of a pro 
.gram of concerted action to 
remedy the non-Communlst 
world's economic ills. 

Besides Canada, the coun¬ 
tries involved were Belgium. 
Britain, France. West Ger¬ 
many. Italy. Japan and Swit¬ 
zerland. 

The program was approved 
at the end of a two-day minis¬ 
terial conference of the Orga¬ 
nization for Economic Co-op¬ 
eration and Development 
The main purpose of the 
OECD meeting was to lay the 
groundwork for an economic 
summit of leading industrial 
democracies in Bonn. In mid- 
July. ' 

OECD officials said the 
commitment by the eight na¬ 
tions should serve as an en¬ 
couragement to the strong 
economies of West Germany 
and Japan to play their full 
part in pulling the world out 
of the economic doldrums 
No figures were suggested 
for the amount of stimulus 
the eight countries should 
apply. A communique said 
only that these governments 
"should ensure by appropri 
ate measures as necessary, 
that the expansion of the do¬ 
mestic demand is significant¬ 
ly greater than in 1977." 

The communique said ; “A 
particular responsibility lies 
with countries in a strong bal 
ant e of payments position."

The memo referred to com¬ 
plaints by the Truck Loggers 
Association, representing 
specialist loggers and small 
secondary manufacturers, 
that the act represented the 
interests of big business, 
George said.

New breed of males 
discover art of cooking

There’s a new breed of male teaming his way 
around the kitchen. He's not necessarily the well-to-do 
doctor, lawyer, or advertising man with a flair for 
lavish entertaining, although these men are part of the 
new culinary cadre. 

It's the young men taking cooking lessons in high 
school for future independence that represent the new 
breed ... and the artists and writers who predict a few 
lean years w hen they’ll eat better if they know how to 
cook at home. 

There are also young chefs and bakers who think of 
cooking as a creative, imaginative art rather than a 
functional routine. They couldn't care less about the 
old-fashioned snobbery that once forced restaurant 
help to use the back door. Nor do they think twice abbot 
whether or not cooking is "manly." 

Men are flocking to cooking schools all over the 
United States, and their presence in the once all-woman 
area brings out some interesting comments. 

"It’s a whole new world to them." says Annemarie 
Husle. teacher In her own cooking school in New York 
City. "That's why they’re more enthusiastic than 
women ' "tsetsv 

“When they really getinto it they treat it as a hobby 
and. as they do in gblflor sailing, they spend lots of time 4 
and money on it. T 

"Once a woman has her husband enrolled in a 


cooking class she’ll never have to worry about good 
equipment in her kitchen," she said. "Men are fascin¬ 
ated with appliances and usually want the very best." 

Writer Craig Claiborne credits social changes and 
to some extent "womens liberation" with getting rid of 
traditional hang ups of men who cook. 

"Twenty years ago when I started to cook it was 
considered very sissy fbra man to spend any time in the 
kitchen. Today there\none of this nonsense," he says. 

“Men an certainly very creative in cooking— but 
not necessarily any more creative than women. They 
have all the capabilities, but It depends on the individ¬ 
ual much the same a6 it Is with artists, musicians, other 
fields. 

"Never before in the history of this country." he 
noted, “have there been so many young people, young 
men especially, going into food as a profession. They 
have tremendous vitality and enthusiasm for the field 
and aren't bothered by the old snobbisms of working in 
the back room. Working with their hands is actually 
part of the appeal." 

Clalrborne, food editor of The New York Times, 
and his partner. Pierre Franey. a French chef who 
writes a column of 60-minute recipes, were a sellout at a 
recent two-hour demonstration in Cambridge, Mass. 

They cooked only seafood dishes, a subject that 
would probably not have attracted more than a handful' 
of people 15 or 20 years ago. before this era of culinary

WINNIPEG (CP) - More 
men than women are quitting 
smoking, the annual meeting 
of the Canadian Thoracic So¬ 
ciety and Canadian Lung As¬ 
sociation was told this week 


professor of epidemiology at 
Montreal's McGill Univer¬ 
sity, said the number of regu¬ 
lar male smokers declined to 
40 per cent from 58 per cent 
from 1955 to 197t. while the 
the number of women 
smokers declined to 32 per 
cent from 33 per cent. 

She said it Is depressing to 
note that 32 per cent of all 
boys and 28 per cent of girls 
aged 15-19 are regular 
smokers, a significant in¬ 
crease from a survey in I960. 

"A panel at the American 
Thoracic Society meeting in 
Boston last month faced the 
reality of how little impact 
our anti-smoking campaigns 
have," she said. 

"The reasons suggested 
weretwr tendency to drama¬ 
tize (or effect, rather than 
allow the facts to speak, ex¬ 
aggeration of effects which 
may net be biologically Im 
portent, our lack of specific 
information on the 600 or so 
chemicals In tobacco smoke, 
and our impotence when 
asked “why me?’.” 

"Close to 50 per cent of 
Canadian men smoke, but 
even among smokers only 
one in 100 dies of lung cancer 
What protects the other 99? 


“For every 100 smokers 
perhaps five will suffer heart 
attacks and die. but the num 
ber for non-smokers is 1.5 per 
100 . 

"Many women who smoke 
have perfectly healthy 
babies.”

Sharon Tripp, a research 
associate at the University of 
Toronto, presented the con¬ 
vention with some of the 
blackest sides of cigarette 
smokftig.

OTTAWA (CP) — it now 
seems apparent that inside 
postal workers will have to go 
on strike to win their contract 
dispute with the post office. 
Jean-Claude Parrot, presi¬ 
dent of the 23,DOO-member 
Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers, said Thursday. 

-We know we will have to 
go apparently now unless the 
conciliation bohrd can settle . 

. .," Parrot said at a news 
conference "It seems more 
and more obvious.” 

Parrot said at the news 
conference the post office is 
conducting a witch-hunt 
against Toronto employees 
who publicly criticized post 
office management. 

All employees who were 
quoted in a front-page Toron¬ 
to Star article which ap¬ 
peared May 27 have been 
subpoenaed to appear before 
a special Inquiry Into allega¬ 
tions of vandalism and waste 
in the post office. 

Parrot said the post office 
Is deliberately harassing em¬ 
ployees at a time when the 
union Is attempting to resolve 
its contract dispute through 
conciliation. 

The union will not be in a 
legal strike position until 
after the three-member con¬ 
ciliation commission has Is¬ 
sued Its report. Conciliation 
hearings are to continue at 
least until the end of this 
month. 

"We don't know what will 
happen after that." 

Parroot said he still hopes 
the dispute can be resolved 
through conciliation, but so 
far It has been a frustrating 
process. 

The union long ago present¬ 
ed a full set of contract pro¬ 
posals but “there has not 
been one offer from the post 
office—not one offer except 
rollbacks." 

Parrot said he and other 
employees of the post office 
have been speaking to the 
public through the press "be¬ 
cause we want them to un¬ 
derstand the problems." 

"Before We are going to 
take 23,004 people into the 
street, we have a right to 
explain." The last contract 
expired June 30. 1077. 

Parrot said the post office 
circulated memos to all em¬ 
ployees In April warning 
them not to talk to reporters 
about problems in the post 
office.

At this writing.'an elaborate and 
expensive musical called Alice is sche¬ 
duled to open on Broadway later In the 
month. It is the newest museial adapta¬ 
tion pf Lewis Carroll's Alice in Wonder 
land, and I do not think I want to see it. 

If this premature reaction sounds 
narrow and prejudicial of me. I suppose 
it is. But. in extenuation, it is based both 
on a_ deep knowledge and affection for 
the"orginal work, and the inescapable 
fact that no presentation on stage or 
screen in the century since it was writ¬ 
ten has ever done remote justice to 
Carroll's profound imagination. 

All such presentations have begun 
with the premise that Alice is a "chil¬ 
dren's book," Nothing could be less 
true. Children may enjoy it (though it 
has been my observation that many 
more don't), but It Is basically for 
adults, and quite sophisticated adults at 
thqt In this repect, and this only, it 
resembles Gulliver’s Travels. 

It is hardly an acelderhthat Alice is, 
next to the Bibleand Shakespeare, the 


quot 

English language. And while these other 
two are cited out of religious piety or 
literary reverence. Alice is indiscrimin 
ately used for their diverse purposes by 
slates men. philosophers, mathemati¬ 
cians. scientists, historians, and psycho¬ 
analysts. 

Ostensibly composed for a little Vic¬ 
torian girl and her sisters, while floating 
down the river on a placid July day, the 
book really poured out of the deepest 
wellsprings of Can-oil's unconscious — 
the part of him that broke loose wildly 
and refused to be integrated into the 
stiff, prissy, pietistic Rev. Charles 
Dodgson. 

In this stream-of-unconsciousness, 
Carroll somehow managed to anticipate 
most of the startling discoveries and 
bizarre disjunctions of the 20th century 
yet to come. The new kinds of non-Eu- 
clidean geometry, the strange forms of 
logic, the relativity theory, the premoni¬ 
tory outlines of Freud, and the radical 
path of modern linguistics — all these 


and more found their 'crazy-sane" way 
into Carroll's extended metaphor. 

Of course, the genius of the book is 
that it can be enjoyed on its manifest 
level, without knowing any of these 
arcana (just as Shakespeare can be 
enjoyed as drama, without penetrating 
his metaphysical subtleties.) Yet the 
manifest part will soon seem stilled and 
archaic — just as Shakespeare's lan 
Ullage already seems so to most stu¬ 
dents -r while the latent content of these 
works w ill remain imperishable. 

The Wizard of Oz can be produced 
delightfully because there is really so 
little to it; what you see is what there is. 
But, unlike such children's books. Alice 
scores its most effective points not vi¬ 
sually or dramatically, but intellectual¬ 
ly, as an act of imaginative daring that 
leaps through “the other side of the 
mirror." I Just don't believe that Broad¬ 
way — any more than Hollywood — can 
make Alice anything more than a pleas¬ 
ant animated cartoon. And we already 
have Annie.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 




II la a remarkable thing how a warm 
summer shower seems lb activate the 
earthworms In the lawn. Yon may go 
months without seeing hair nor hide of 
the'creatures, then comes a rainy 
period, and all of a sudden yon find the 
pristine beauty of your lawn marred by 
dozeqs of ugly wormcasts. - 

While the tunnelling activity of Ihe 
earthworm la unquestlonably-good for 
the aoB, improving drainage and admit¬ 
ting air. their caau can ruin a good lawn 
in nothing flat. When you step on these 
casts, or run the lawn mower over them, 
it squashes them down flat. 

The grass plants beneath are suffo¬ 
cated and die, while the wormcasts 
themselves, highly fertile, make Ideal 
seed beds for airborne weed seeds to 
germinate and establish themselves. 

The casts must be eliminated at all 
costa, and scattering them with a stiff 
broom is as good a way aa any. 

On (he big English estates in the 
pre-war days It was the duty of the moat 
junior gardener’s boy to deal with the 
overnight wormcasts first thing in the 
morning, swishing the lawn with a long, 
flexible bamboo pole to knock down the 
hills. I tried this, but I find an old 
kitchen broom more effective. 


If sweeping wormcasts on a Mg lawn 
la loo strenuous, H isn't too difficult to 
rid your lawn of aarthworms and thus 
end the nuisance. Soma of the older 
garden books recommend poisoning 
them with tn application of arsenitr of 
lead or bichlorida of mercury, but while 
theae chemicals will kill the worms and 
leavo the lawn worm-free for at leaal a 
year, I have never been very keen on 
working with such virulent poisons 

I am always afraid, too, that our 
friends and allies, the birds, may be 
tempted to pick up and eat the poisoned 
worms and thereby get a second-hand 
dose of arsenic or mercury themselves. 

Even Dlazlnon emulsion, which Is 
much safer than arsenlte of lead or 
bichloride of mercury and kllia the 
worms' without bringing them to the 
surface, eaa pose some minor threats to 
the ecology under certain circum¬ 
stances. 

Permanganate of potash has always 
dona a good Job for me and without any 
danger to worms, birds, children or 
pets. 

I mix up the little brown crystals 
with water at the rate of one level 
teaspoonful per gallon, and apply the 
purple solution with a watering can. 


thoroughly drenching the lawn at a time 
when the soil Is moist and the worms are 
working not far from tht surface, aa In 
the cool of the evening. 

The permanganate seems to have an 
irritating or repellent effect, for the 
worms come wriggling to the surface In 
their hundred!, where they can be swept 
up and put to work In the compost heap 
or the vegetable plot. ~. 

Incidentally, this Is a typical lazy 
gardener’s way of gathering a canful of 
worms to go Ashing, all without any 
back-breaking spade work at all. 

Another Intruder In the lawn these 
days Is clover, and the annual flood of 
letters Is beginning to reach my desk 
asking how clover can be cleared out of 
the lawn without Injury to the grass. 

I could put up quite an argument In 
favor of leaving the clover in the lawn, 
for at least it stays green when grass 
turns brown from drought, and it can 
take a lot of punishment from children 
and wheel toys and games. 

However. If you are a purist who 
wants nothing In Ihe lawn except grass, 
the clover may be killed off by spraying 
or wetting Its leaves with Killex or 
Clover-Chlckweed Killer; these are 
mixtures of 2,4-D and mecoprop.

When adults build a chil¬ 
dren's playground they seem 
to favor untwlstable. fool¬ 
proof swings, a slide con¬ 
structed like a factory coal 
chute, and — for a touch of 
grace — a concrete turtle or 
two that nothing short of a 
howitzer could scratch. 

When children play on 
these officially sponsored 
toys they are likely to swing 
rather wildly on the poles 
above and beside the swings 
and to climb up those slides 
backwards while, across the 
playgrounds of the worjd, In 
at least a dozen different lan- 
- guages, mothers cry.. “Look 
out! ” 

It was a Danish landscape 
architect. Prof. C. T. Soren¬ 
sen, who discovered in 1942 
that children of Copenhagen 
were playing In junkyards 
and on construction sites 
rather than in the nice, neat 
playgrounds he and other 
adults had been designing for 
them. 

He decided that the law, 

“the customer is always 
right." applied just as well to 
gambollog children as to any¬ 
body else. Thus was invented 
^lhe "junkyard" playground 


About that time, when the- 
Second World War reduced 
parts of London to rubble, the 
English made the same gen¬ 
eral discovery. Children love 
to start with bllght-and ruin 
and build their own play¬ 
things from there. 

As every child (ind (very 
adult with an uncensored 
memory) knows, a child at 
play has three notable pas¬ 
sions. He — and she too — 
loves dirt. The new play¬ 
ground theorists soon found 
that, given the choice be¬ 
tween a stainless steel slide 
and a pleasantly slick 20-foot 
mud incline.' moot children 
will take to the good old muck 
every lime. 

Second only to dirtiness 
comes ugliness. Again, given 
the choice between cheerfully 
enameled swing and a really 
rotten old tire, hanging from 
a frayed but pungent piece of 
rope, most swingers, it 
seems, will line up for the 
monstrous black doughnut. 

. The frayed rope leads us by 
(ts threads to the third pas¬ 
sion: danger or at least the 
semblance of it. To a certain 
extent, the new ideologues 
have' concluded, a play¬ 


ground must be a child's 
stage for derring-do — his or 
her controlled experiment in 
bravery as well as skill. 

Dirt, ugliness In Its less 
affluent forms, end unin¬ 
sured risk are not three 
things beloved by North 
Americana. But “playground 
professionals," submitting 
themselves to their own teats, 
have confessed that the love- 
objects they remember best 
from their play-days are mud 
pies, crazy-walled forts, and 
bang-by-a-nail tree houses. 

So now what has long been 
art accepted piece of Europe¬ 
an wisdom about the nature 
of children appears to have at 
last crossed the Atlantic, and 
we are in Ihe process of mak¬ 
ing the best of It. Professor 
Sorensen's 25-year-oid con¬ 
cept has a new , rather North 
America name: “adventure 
playground." 

A southern Calfomia group 
called American Adventure 
Play Association — with an 
ex marine as its president — 
promises to get all this un¬ 
structuredness properly or¬ 
ganized and shaped up. 
Ipmah Behavior magazine 
has saluted the playground of 


, calculated disorder as the 
New Order , 

The playground by children 
aa well as for children is an 
idea whose time has come 
TWo cheers for it. Active is 
- always better than passive 
But the ultimate playground, 
of course, is nature. The fact 
seems almost too obvious to 
mention, except that play¬ 
ground designers fall to men 
tion it very often. 

Off in the woods of New 
Hampshire, Robert Frost 
looked at the lithe, springy 
birch trees and imagined his 
ultimate player In the poem 
Birches; "Some boy too far 
from town to learn baseball./ 
Whose only play was what he 
found himself." 

The boy would climb black 
branches up a snow-while 
trunk till the tree could bear 
no more, but dipped its top 
and, like a well-sweep lower¬ 
ing a bucket, gracefully and 
thrillingly set its burden 
down. 

"That would be good both 
going and coming back," 
wrote Frost the playground 
designer, "one could do 
worse than be a swinger of 
birches."

AMALGAMATION 

Duncan, North Cowichan 
decide issue tomorrow

DUNCAN" — Voters in the City of Duncan and the Dis¬ 
trict of North Cowichan decide Saturday whether they 
want to amalgamate the municipalities or maintain the 
status quo of a divided district split by a boundary 
line and governed by two municipal councils. ' 

CONSTANT RIVALRY has existed between the two 
municipalities since Duncan split from North Cowichan in 
1912. resulting In duplication of services and some waste of 

taxpayers' dollars. 

There are two separate flyedepartments. with two main 
fire halls just yards fronf each other, as well as two 
police stations and two municipal halls with their own 
chief administrators and employees. 


North Cowichan has 87 full-time employees and 20 part- 
time, with an annual payroll in 1977 of tl.780.862.22. The 
City of Duncan employs 30 full-time staff with an annual 
payroll of 8317.662.01. 

THERE ARE AREAS in the district where two separate 
water lines run down the same street, as well as dupli¬ 
cated sewer lines and pumping stations. Duncan has sup¬ 
plied the south end of North Cowichan with water for sev¬ 
eral years. 

Elected officials are split on the issue of amalgama¬ 
tion. with both North Cowichan mayor George Whit¬ 
taker and Duncan mayor Ken Paskln favoring amalgama¬ 
tion. while North Cowichan council is split and Duncan 
council Is opposed. 

MEMBERS OF THE PUBLIC in Duncan and the south 
end of North Cowichan seem to be mostly in favor. When an 
information ballot on "whether to pursue the issue of total 
amalgamation," was taken in November, 1977, the Dun¬ 
can voters were in favor 81 per cent. The residents of the 
north end (Chemainus) of North Cowichan appear to be 
violently opposed. 

Aid. Rex Hollett. a Chemainus resident and business 
man, has threatened to lead the Chemainus residents out of 
an amalgamated municipality, should the vote be approved 
He would seek a special order-in-councll from the provincial 
government. 

Most south end residents seem to agree with this Che 
mainus sund, because separation already exists between 
the two areas geographically and culturally. Geographi¬ 
cally. because there Is about 12 miles separating the north 
and south end of the municipality. Culturally, because 
both areas have their own recreational districts for which 
they pay separate and different taxes. 

THE HEART OF THE business area — about one 
square mile — Is located In Duncan which serves (he 
surrounding 80 square miles which is North Cowichan. The 
provincial government's S3 million law courts and govern¬ 
ment offices. Including the department of highways as well 
as ICBC, are also located in Duncan with the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s offices. 


Frequent attempts have been made to amalgamate 
the two municipalities in the past, the last attempt as late 
as last year, when Municipal Affairs Minister Hugh Curtis 
stopped the vote, because he did not think enough Informa¬ 
tion had been Issued and the electorate was confused. 

This year he did an about-face and stepped In to order 
the vote, after he had received a visit from the two 
mayors informing him that North Cowichan had unani¬ 
mously favored the holding of a referendum June 17, while 
the City of Duncan had turned the referendum down 
by a spilt 2-3 decision of Its council. 

THE FACTS THAT RESIDENTS will be voting on 
Saturday are: 

Size and makeup of council—If amalgamation passes, 
an election would be held Nov. 18 to elect a mayor and 
eight aldermen at large for the new municipality. The 
mayor and all members of council would subsequently 
be elected every two years. 

Dissolution of present municipalities—Negotiations will 
be held with the present local governments and em¬ 
ployee groups to develop an orderly and equitable staff 
reorganization. No existing permanent employee is to 
suffer loss of employment or seniority as a result of amal¬ 
gamation. 

Utilities, debts, services—Utilities and other services 
now provided on an area basis will continue to be pro¬ 
vided in the same fashion until such time as the new 
council determines otherwise. 

r , 

• The debt applicable to City Hall will become the re¬ 
sponsibility of the amalgamated area. 

• The qprth-end recreation area of North Cowichan will 
not be Involved In the new south-end Community Centre 
function. 

B 

• Fire and police protection will be left to the new 
council. 

• The province will provide a grant of 850 per capita 
based on a population of 20,017 which will total 31.000,830. 
The province will also provide the cost of policing in the 
City of Duncan for a period of five years. 

• Duncan City Hall has been proposed as the seat of 
government, with the Chemainus municipal sub-office 
being upgraded. It is proposed that the present muni¬ 
cipal hail be sold or rented: 

• The newly-elected council could change any-or all of 
current councils' proposals once elected, 

FEELINGS OF' THE PROS and cons for amalgamation 
have run high at the various public information meetings 
held in the district. But one women seemed to sum up the 
mood of the electorate when she said: "This debate has been 
going on for 86 years. For goodness sake let’s settle It 
once and for all." 

Voters will have a chance to settle the Issue when they 
go to the polling stations which will be open from 8 
a.m. to 8 p.m. Saturday at Duncan city hall. North Cowichan 
municipal hall. Mount Prevost school. Chemainus United 
Church hall. Westholme school. Crofton school and Maple 
Bay school.

community, with its favor¬ 
able climate and necessary 
facilities to induce people in- 

olved In logging and Ashing 
industries to locate in the vil¬ 
lage. 

But residents are faced

The provincial ministry of

KATMANDU (Reuter) 
— Six Nepalese sherpa 
guides have challenged 
the claim of two Europe¬ 
an mountaineers that 
they reached the summit 
of Everest last month 
without oxygen 

The guides, who have 
all scaled the 8.848-metre 
peak, Include Tenzing 
Norgay who. with New 
Zealander Sir Edmund 
Hillary, first conquered 
Everest in 1863 

They told a news con¬ 
ference Wednesday that 
on the evidence they had, 
they did not believe Rein 
hold Messner of VIII- 
noess. Italy, and Peter 
Habeler of Mayrbofen. 
Austria, could have made 
the climb In the way they 
described. 

MESSNER, 33. and Ha 
bcler, 33. members of an 
Austrian expedition, 
claimed to have made a 
rapid ascent of the 
world’s highest peak 
without oxygen May 8. 

Tenzing Norgay said 
they could not have 
climbed from a southern 
pass to the summit and 
back in eight hours, as 
first reports stated. 

He and Hillary had 
takea nine hours from a 
camp higher than the 
Austrians', and climbers 
moved much more slowly 
without oxygen at very 
high altitudes. 

IN MAVRHOFEN, 
Austria, Habeler denied 
the sherpas' allegations 
point by point. 

"The sherpas are not in 
a position to say what was 
possible or Impossible be- 
cause they were not 
there," he said. 

Tenzing said he was not 
challenging the claim by 
Messner and Habeler to 
have reached the sum¬ 
mit-only whether they 
could have done so with¬ 
out oxygen and returned 
to the pass in the time 
stated. 

The other sherpas also 
did not challenge the as¬ 
cent but said they have 
serious doubts that 
Messner and Habeler 
never used oxygen. 

THEY SAID the two 
European climbers had 
oxygen and the necessary 
equipment at the south¬ 
ern pass camp—admitted 
by the climbers—and a 
count of oxygeq bottles * 
few days later showed 
that two were missing 
Messner and Habeler 
also had sent the sherpas 
down from the southern 
camp the day before the 
ascent, whereas normal¬ 
ly they would have stayed 
to help if needed. 

The sherpas alleged 
that Messner’s llns and 
cheeks were not burned 
by the sun as they would 
have been had he not used 
an oxygen mask. 


OTTAWA (CP) - The 
chairman of the govern¬

ROME (Reuter) — Italian 
President Giovanni Leone 
announced his resignation 
Thursday night in the face of 
accusations of tax evasion 
and financial Irregularities. 

Speaking in a countrywide 
television broadcast, Leone, 
89, sara he made the decision 
to counter sensational re¬ 
ports about his affairs. 

"The moment in which the 
defamatory campaign 
seemed to have struck the 
confidence of political forces, 
my choice could not be any¬ 
thing else but this," he said. 

The president, who was 
scheduled to step down In De¬ 
cember at the end of a seven- 
year term, was accused of 
financial irregularities over 
the building of a 38-room villa 
outside Rome. 

The crisis over the presi¬ 
dency—which came only 
weeks after Italy emerged 
from the trauma of the mur 
der of former premier Aldo 
More—moved toward a cli¬ 
max Thursday after the pow¬ 
erful Communist party called 
for Leone's resignation. 

‘‘I still believe that today I 
have a duty to tell you—end 
you as Italian citizens have 
the right to be assured by 
me—that lor six years and a

half you have had an honest 
man as president of the re¬ 
public," he said. 

"I maintain I have served 
the country with constitution¬ 
al propriety and moral dig¬ 
nity’." 

He ended his recorded 
message by saying simply: 
“I hope for progress and jus¬ 
tice in civil Hr for you and 
qur country." 

Veteran Christian Demo¬ 
cratic politician Amintore 
Fanfanl, 70, took over as In¬ 
terim president 
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Len Bawlree, chairman of 
the Legislature's agriculture 
committee, said Thursday a 
report had been prepared 
dealing on how to stop kick- 
backs in the supermarket in¬ 
dustry. 

Bawtree would not say 
what the report recommend¬ 
ed. but a source said the re¬ 
port suggested that public 
hearings be held on the issue, 
something opposition mem¬ 
bers in the Legislature bad 
been calling for. 

The source also said the 
report recommended that the 
government appoint an arbi¬ 
trator to handle specificcom 
plaints about kickbacks, and 
that the federal government 
compile a detailed report on 
rebates, allowances and dis¬ 
counts in the food" Industry 

The sourca^Vno asked not 
to be identified, said expert 
researchers in the committee 
had uncovered several ap¬ 
parent cases of kickbacks in 


the industry, but none were 
major and none could be do¬ 
cumented. 

The source said the sort of 
thing that appeared to have 
been going on involved super¬ 
market clerks being offered 
free trips or television sets 
for giving a product better 


shelf space or helping pro¬ 
mote it. 

Bawtree said the type of 
kickbacks unearthed were 
not found In the major super 
market chains, but in the 
smaller franchises. He said 
the kickbacks usually in 
voiced the lower echelon of 
personnel in the stores. 


Looking at rebates , 
Allmand tells House 


OTTAWA (CP) — Allegations that some food pro¬ 
cessors are forced to pay kickbacks to large grocery 
chain stores are under investigation by the combines 
investigation branch. Consumer Affairs Minister 
Warren Allmand said Thursday. 

The minister said it might be illegal if rebates 
are paid in a discriminatory way. To date, no evi¬ 
dence of discriminatory payments had been found. 


Lauk cites new ( near-miss’ murder 


A recent murder in B.C. 
almost went unnoticed be¬ 
cause of the government’s 
attitude toward the coroner's 
service, Vancouver lawyer 
Gary Lauk (NDP-Vancouver 
Centre) charged Thursday In 
the Legislature. 

Lauk cited a recent mur¬ 
der case Involving the death 
of Leroy William Wannebo. 
37. who was first believed to 
have died hi a car accident 
but wax thee found to have 


been killed by gunshot 
wounds to the head. 

Lauk said as a result of the 
government's attitude to¬ 
ward the coroner's service, 
the Lower Mainland murder 
had almost gone unnoticed. 

A day and a half after 
Wannebo's death had been 
registered as the result of a 
car accident, an employee of 
Langley Towing looked at the 
motor vehicle In question and 
noticed that Mood from the 


dead man was sprayed on the 
back of the Inside of the vehi¬ 
cle. 

“On further inspection the 
employee found bullet frag¬ 
ments In the vehicle and the 
repprted the matter to the 
KCMP. " Lauk said. _ 

Subsequent examinations 
led to the conclusion that 
Wannebo had been mur¬ 
dered. 

Labor Minister Alan Wil¬ 
liams, acting attorney-gen¬ 


eral during the absence from 
the house of Gardom, said 
procedures had been proper¬ 
ly followed. He claimed the 
first post-morten performed 
on Wannebo did not result in 
detailed examination of the 
head of the victim because 
the Injuries were severe 
Williams stressed that 
when further Information 
came forward a second post¬ 
mortem was conducted to re¬ 
veal the bullet wounds. 


"I'm not satisfied that 

f iroper procedures were fol- 
owed," Lauk said. "But suf¬ 
fice it to say that my original 
remarks condemning the 
government for Its circular 
of Jan. 17 calling upon com- • 
tiers not to perform too many 
autopsies, encourages exact¬ 
ly this kind of situation. The 
public is entitled to have a 
thorough autopsy lnvestlga 
lion In cases Involving death 
by unnatural causes.

Planning body overruled 


PORT ALBERNI - City 
council this week overruled

struction of the new mall 
"will stagnate further rede¬ 
velopment of the downtown- 
area for some time to come." 

The planning commission 
was the second voice the 
council has heard recom¬ 
mending against the develop¬ 
ment of the now shopping 
complex.

DUNCAN — Voters in the City of Duncan and the DIs 
trick of North Cowichan decide Saturday whether they 
want to amalgamate the municipalities or maintain the 
status quo of a divided district split by a boundary 
line and governed by two municipal councils. 

CONSTANT RIVALRY has existed between the. two 
municipalities since Duncan spill from North Cowichan In 
1912. resulting in duplication of services and some waste of 
taxpayers’ dollars. 

There are two separate fire departments, with two main 
fire halls just yards from each other, as well as two 
police stations and two municipal halls wilh iheir own 
chief administrators and employees 

North Cowichaa has 87 full-time employees and 20 part 
time, with an annual payroll in 1977 of 11.780.882.22. The 
City of Duncan employs SO full-time staff with an annual 
payroll of *317,882.81 

THERE ARE AREAS in the district where two separate 
- water lines run dawn the same street, as well as dupli¬ 
cated sewer lines and pumping stations Duncan has sup 
plied the south end of North Cowichan with water for sev¬ 
eral years. 

Elected officials are split on the issue of amalgama 
tion, with both North Cowichan mayor George Whit¬ 
taker and Duncan mayor Ken Paskin favoring amalgama¬ 
tion. while North Cowichan council is split and Duncan 
council is opposed 

MEMBERS OF THE PUBLIC in Duncan and the south 
end of North Cowichan seem to be mostly in favor. When an 
information ballot on “whether to pursue the issue of total 
amalgamation." was taken in November, 1977, the Dun¬ 
can voters were in favor 61 per cent. The residents of the 
north end (Chemainus) of North Cowichan appear, to be 
violently opposed.' 

Aid. Rex Hollett. a Chemainus resident and business ' 
man. has threatened to lead the Chemainus residents out of 
an amalgamated municipality, should Ihe vote be approved 
He would seek a special order-in-council from the provincial 
government. 

Most south end residents seem to agree with this Che- 
mainus stand, because separation already exists between 
■he two areas geographically and culturally. Geographi 
tally, because there is about 12 miles separating the north 
and south end of the municipality. Culturally, because 
both areas have their own recreational districts for which ■ 
they pay separate and different taxes. 

THE HEART OE' THE business area — about one 
square mile — is located in Duncan which serves the 
surrounding 80 square miles which is North Cowichan. The 
prov incial government s (2 million law courts and govern 
ment offices, including the department of highways as well 
as ICBC, are also located in Duncan with the federal gov 
emment's offices. 

Frequent attempts have been made to amalgamate 
the two municipalities in the past, the last attempt as late 
as last year, when Municipal Affairs Minister Hugh Curtis 
-topped the vole, because he did not think enough informa 
lion had been issued and the electorate was confused 

This year he did an about-face and stepped in to order 
the vote, after he had received a visit from the two , 
mayors informing him that North Cowichan had unam 
mously favored the holding of a referendum June 17, while 
ihe City of Duncan had turned the referendum down 
by a split 3-3 decision of its council. 

THE FACTS THAT RESIDENTS will be voting on 
Saturday are: 

Size and makeup of council—If amalgamation passes, 
an election would be held Nov. 18 to elect a mayor and 
eight aldermen at large for the new municipality. The 
mayor and all members of council would subsequently 
be elected every two years 

Dissolution of present municipalities—Negotiations will 
be held with the present local governments and em 
ployee groups lo develop an orderly and equitable staff 
reorganization. No existing permanent employee is to 
suffer loss of employment or seniority as a result of amal¬ 
gamation. 


Union survey critical 
of E & N high rates 


NANAIMO (CP) — Pas.seng%s riding the 
CP Rail-operated Esquimall and Nanaimo 
Railway between Victoria and Courtenay on 
Vancouver Island are being charged too 
much for a train that runs too slow, says a 
union survey conducted onboard the line 
The survey by the United Transportation 
Union. Local 1051, as well as Ihe union's 
position on Improvement of dayllner service 
were released Wednesday by spokesman 
John Cooper. 

Cooper said tba rail line has deteriorated 
to the point where the aingie self-pro¬ 
pelled dayllner coach is travelliitg at leas 
than 84 kilometres an hour and CP Rail 
has failed to notify the public that the coach 
consistently runs 30 minutes late 
The union brief said CP Rail fares on the 
dayllner exceed those on similar runs the 
company operates 


The brief said overcrowded sealing condi¬ 
tions end no Sunday service indicate CP 
Rail is making only "sporadic, minimal 
efforts” to comply with orders from the Ca¬ 
nadian transport commission 

The order calls for the railway lo provide 
an effective passenger service with ade¬ 
quate seating, a well maintained physical 
plant and good advertising. 

"Service is a misnomer in this case." said 
Cooper. "There is no service here at all.” 

Cooper said passengers are sometimes 
carried in the baggage section because of 
overcrowded seating. 

He said the passengers have asked for 
improved service, more riding space, re¬ 
duced fares and rail schedules synchronized 
with those of ferries heading lo Ihe Mainland 
from Victoria and Nanaimo

The ‘‘It" In this case was 
the Second World War gun 
emplacement at the end of 
the Ogden Point pier. Col. 
sherwln and two other re¬ 
tired old soldiers—G. C. 
D'Arcy and F.D.H. Nelson— 
had mounted a pretty impres 
live battle to preserve it as a 
historic site. 

IT WAS THE wrecking 
crew that laid the old gun 
battery low Tuesday and 
Wednesday, but the real 
enemy in the eyes of tbose 
resisting the attack was fed¬ 
eral officialdom

One windmill Is to have a 2,500-wati 
capacity and Initially will be erected at 
Mallard's house and monitored there 
for several months before moving else¬ 
where for tests.

KATMANDU (Reuter) 
— Six Nepalese shorpa 
guides have challenged 
the claim of two Europe¬ 
an mountaineer! that 
they reached the summit 
of Everest last month 
without oxygen ^ 

The guides, who have 
all scaled the 8.848-metre 
peak, include Tenzing 
Norgay who. with New 
Zealander Sir Edmund 
Hillary, first conqueted 
Everest in 1953 

They told a news con¬ 
ference Wednesday that 
on the evidence they had, 
they did not believe Rein¬ 
hold Messner of VIII- 
noess, Italy, and Peter 
Habeler of Mayrhofen. 
Austria, could have made 
the climb in the way they 
described. 

MESSNER. 33, and Ha¬ 
beler. 35. members of an 
Austrian expedition, 
claimed to have made a 
rapid ascent of the 
world’s highest peak 
w ithout oxygen May 8. 

Tenzing Norgay said 
they could not have 
climbed from a southern 
pass to the summit and 
back in eight hours, as 
first reports stated. 

He and HHIary had 
taken nine hours from a 
camp higher than the 
Austrians', and climbers 
moved much more slowly 
without oxygen at very 
high altitudes 

IN MAYRHOFEN, 
Austria. Habeler denied 
the sherpas' allegations 
point by point. 

"The sherpas are not in 
a position to say what was 
possible or Impossible be- 
cause they were not 
there," he said. 

Tenzing said he was not 
challenging the claim by 
Messner and Habeler to 
have reached the sum¬ 
mit—only whether they 
could have done so with¬ 
out oxygen and returned 
to the pass In the time 
slated. 

The other sherpas also 
did not challenge the as¬ 
cent but said they have 
serious doubts that 
Messner and Habeler 
never used oxygen. 

THEY SAID the two 
European climbers had 
oxygen and the necessary 
equipment at the south 
em pass camp—admitted 
by the climbers—aad a 
count of oxygen bottles a 
few days later showed 
that two were missing 

Messner and Habeler 
also had sent the sherpas 
down from the southern 
camp the day before the 
ascent, whereas normal¬ 
ly they would have stayed 
to help if needed

that Messner's lips and 
cheeks were not burned

ROME (Reuter) - Italian 
President Giovanni Leone 
announced his resignation 
Thursday night in the face of 
accusations of tax evasion 
and financial Irregularities 
Speaking in a country wide 
television broadcast. Leone, 
89, said he made the decision 
to counter sensational re¬ 
ports about his affairs 
"The moment in which the 
defamatory campaign 
seemed to have struck the 
confidence of political forces, 
my choice could not be any¬ 
thing else but this," he said 
The president, who was 
scheduled to step down in De¬ 
cember at the end of a seven 
year term, was accused of 
financial irregularities over 
the building of a 39-room villa 
outside Rome. 

The crisis over the presi¬ 
dency—which came only 
weeks after Italy emerged 
from the trauma of the mur¬ 
der of former premier Aldo 
Moro—moved toward a cli¬ 
max Thursday after the pow¬ 
erful Communist party called 
for Leone's resignation 
“I still believe that today I 
have a duty to tell you—and 
you as Italian cltlaens have 
the right to be assured by 
me—that for six years and a

dead man was sprayed on the A eral during the absence from 


back of the inside of the vehi 
cle. 

"On further Inspection the 
employee found bullet frag¬ 
ments In the vehicle and re¬ 
ported the matter to tbe 
RCMP." Lauk said. 

Subsequent examinations 
led to the. conclusion that 
Wannebo had been mur 
dered.

OTTAWA (CP) - The 
chairman of the govern¬ 
ment s wage and price con¬ 
trol program has bid for sala¬ 
ry raises for a declining 
■umber of employees at the 
Anti-Inflation Board that are 
nearly double tl|e average In¬ 
crease set lor other Cana¬ 
dians. 

Harold Renouf told the 
Commons finance committee 
that he has asked the govern¬ 
ment for an additional 8479,- 
109 in salaries and wages this 
year, bringing the board's 
total payroll to $12.5 million. 

Yet the anticipated number 
of jobs at the board would 
drop to 635 from 680. he said. 

That means the average 
board salary would rise by 
more than 11.5 per cent—al- 


for its own staff 


most twice the six-per-cent 
standard set by the board for 
other wage settlements this 
tear—to 819.985 from 817,647 

Renouf said the increases 
are needed to cover higher 
civil service union contracts, 
annual raises, promotions 
and benefits. 

The Anti-Inflation Board 
was formally replaced 
Thursday by another govern¬ 
ment monitoring agency run 
by the Economic Council of 
Canada. 

But Renouf told MPs he has 
no idea when the board will 
actually close its doors. It 


had been winding down iu 
operations since last ,April. 
but a number of companies 
continue to fall under Its pay 
and price controls. 

He said he anticipates the 
board would be out of action 
by 1986, five years after the 
government set up the three 
year program 

But when B.C. Conserva 
live MP Bill Clarke asked for 
a date for closing the board. 
Renouf replied. "I honestly 
do not have one.” 

Renouf said he did not want 
to set a date, because some 
companies might attempt to 


skirt filing rules by wailing 
for the board to die 

The AIB chairman said he 
did not anticipate duplicating 
work done by the govern 
ment's new Inflation moni¬ 
toring board, saying the func 
tlons of the two agencies 
differ.

Approval of the scheme at 
a cost of $46,800 until Dec. 31 
was recommended te city 
council Thursday by Vic¬ 
toria's downtown economic 
tlc\ elopment committee 
The buses will operate six 
hours a day from 10:30 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. The route is south 
along Douglas to . Humboldt 
and back along Government 
to Kisgard. 

Regular buses will be 


leased from B.C Hydro for 
the service, which prompted 
Aid. Murray Glazier to say 
that he considered the buses 
too big. Smaller vehicles, he 
said, would be much more 
efficient for a free shuttle bus 
service. 

Aid. William Tindall, 
chairman of the committee, 
said that scheme would be re 
viewed! once a month and 
could be cancelled at any 
time. 

During a trial run last 
Christmas, an average of <00 
passengers a day used the 
two buses. At a cost of $300 i 
day for each of the buses, the 
cost of transporting rack pas¬ 
senger was about $1. 


The former Elk Lake fire 
hall has been proposed as the 
site for a pilot project in 
Saanich aimed at creating a 
neighborhood police depart 
ment office for a team.polic¬ 
ing concept 

The suggestion was made 
Thursday when Inspector 
Ted Owens was presenting a 
report to the police board on 
establishment of a dog unit in 
the municipality. 

The hall, empty since the 
new Royal Oak firehall 
opened last month, could be 
converted into an excellent 
kennel facility at minimal 
cost, he said. 

The hall also lends itself to 
establishment, on a trial 
basis, of a north district of¬ 
fice for a team policing con 
cept utilizing a "store front" 
approach. Owens said. 

Owens said in an interv iew 
after the meeting that the 
store front approach pro¬ 
posed would be similar to 
that being suggested by some 
city aldermen for James 
v Ba - v 

ip Calgary police, he said, 
have acquired corner neigh 
borhood stores, renovated 
them and used them as store 
front departments 


If the pilot project being 
proposed was sucessful it 
w ould be the forerunner of se¬ 
veral neighborhood police of¬ 
fices in Saanich. 

The B.C. Police Commis¬ 
sion has agreed to provide 
310.000 for a dog training pro¬ 
gram in the municipality 

Saanich could establish its 
own program involving the 
training of four dogmasterx 
at a cost of $7,000. or use 
facilities in Vancouver or Al¬ 
berta. 

Other costs not related to 
i raining would include adver¬ 
tising for dogs, travelling ex 
penses for Owens and Sgt.

Mitchell vs Brewin 
for NDP nomination

The battle for provincial 
NDP nomination In Esqui¬ 
mau is going to have a spe¬ 
cial legal look — policeman 
versus lawyer. 

While a provincial election 
could be a long way off. 
and a nomination meeting 
months down the road, the 
contestants. John Brewin and 
Frank Mitchell, aren't leas 
ing anything to chance. 
Brewin. the lawyer son of To 
ronto NDP MP Andrew 


Brewin. stepped down re¬ 
cently as the party's B.C 
president and announced his 
intention two weeks ago to 
seek the Esquimau nomina 
tion. Sgt. Mitchell, a 23-year 
v eieran of the Esquimau po¬ 
lice department, and former 
NDP member for the riding, 
made it official Thursday 
that it is going to be at least a 
two-man race 
While a nomination meet 
ing wouldn't be expected be 


Mayor won’t be dodged 
on police radio security 


Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier Thurs 
day accused the B.C. Police Commis¬ 
sion of dodging the issue of radio se¬ 
curity for police departments. 

The problem of Illegal radio monitor 
ing of Saanich police radio frequencies 
prompted the poUce board to ask last 
month for a study by the commission 
But the commission has reponded that 
the use of monitoring equipment is co 
vered under a federal act and sug 
gesled the matter be referred to the 
B.C Police Chiefs Association. 

Couvelier said he was astounded the 
mm mission would not address itself to 
tuch a basic issue, especially consider 
mg the way the eommissioa had become 


involved in so many facets of police 
activity in the last two years. 

“I'm surprised to see them dodge this 
issue on a technicality of it being a 
federal matter.” he said 
Referring the issue to the police chiefs 
would be time-consuming and prolong 
the reaching of a solution for two 
more years, Couvelier contended 
The board, has already decided that 
scramblers to thwart eavesdroppers 
monitoring tbe radio network are desir¬ 
able but too expensive. Criminals can 
also employ unscrambling equipmenl to 
continue illegal monitoring 
Board members agreed the commix 
sion be asked to take a stronger stand 


fore the fall, insiders see an 
interesting fight ahead 
Brewin has gained consider¬ 
able respect in his term as 
provincial president, but the 
fact he came here only a few 
years ago from Toronto is 
seen by some party people as 
a slight handicap, particular 
ly since he is up against an 
area native whose family has 
been active in the CCF and 
then the NDP from the begin¬ 
ning 

Mitchell said Thursday 
night he had decided to an¬ 
nounce his candidacy early 
because he felt he owed it to 
his supporters. He says they 
have been ringing his phone 
off the hook 

"I’ve had so many in¬ 
quiries about whether I In¬ 
tend to ran, I thought I had to 
make the announcement in 
fairness to these people. I've 
been getting calls every 
day." 

Mitchell. 52. was elected as 
a CCF MLA in 1951 and again 
in 1952, but lost out when 
Social Credit began its long 
reign In 1953. In 1975 he won 
the nomination from sluing 
MLA James Gorst, but was 
defeated by 122 votes by Lyle 
Kahi in the Socred landslide 

Even so, supporters point 
out that he increased the 
popular vote (or the NDP to 
43 2 per rent from its 1972 
level of 33 9 per cent

Capital Region Board 
directors received a hint 
Wednesday that their admin 
istratfve functioni may be 
curtailed in future legisla 
tion 

But they were left guessing 
about the full meaning of a 
letter from Municipal Affairs 
Minister Hugh Curtis sug¬ 
gesting that the region not 
buy administrative buildings 
until the government's re¬ 
gional government review 
committee has reported 

However, they decided to 
go ahead with the purchase 
of buildings they now rent at 
534 Yates. 

The board, which used to 
have offices in Bastion 
Square, moved to the Simon 
Leiser building at 534 Yates 
in 1973. and last year it 
bought an adjoining building 
at 534 Yates for $140,000 

The three-storey brick 
building being rented from 
the Victoria Environmental 
Enhancement Foundation 
has been designated a heri¬ 
tage building, and the pur¬ 
chase agreement was for 
$737,000 

The foundation, notified of 
the region’s agreement to 
purchase, agreed to spend 
$400,000 of the money on a 
half-acre waterfront parcel 
of Wharf Street and donate it 
as a regional park. 

However, legislation de¬ 
manded that the bylaw al¬ 
lowing the district purchase 
had to go to the inspector of 
municipalities (or approval. 


which was given, but which 
brought along a letter Mm 
Curtis. 

"At minister of municipal 
affairs and housing, may I 
express to you my concern 
about this proposal.” said 
Curtis. “It is my view that 
regional districts should 
.withhold embarking on any 
new major capital expendi¬ 
ture in the area of adminis¬ 
tration until the regional dis¬ 
trict review committee has 
had an opportunity to re¬ 
port." 

Curtis also asked for assur 
ance that member munlci- 
pallties were aware of the 
increase in taxation to result 
from the building's purchase 

Replying to the Curtis let¬ 
ter, board chairman James 
Campbell pointed out that the 
decision to buy was unani 
mous. after comparisons of 
the cost of owning and the 
cost of renting. 

"Upon passage of the reso 
lution and notification of the 
ow ners, the ow ners forthw ith 
entered an agreement to pur¬ 
chase a one-half acre water 
front parcel on Wharf Street 
at a price of $400,000 and 
donate it to the citizens of the 
region as a park. 

"In the light of the forego¬ 
ing commitments and in the 
sincere belief based on sound 
analysis that the borrowing 
provided for by bylaw' No. 493 
conferred a financial benefit 
rather than a charge on the 
components, the board felt 
compelled, notwithstanding 
y our letter, to give final pas¬ 
sage to the bylaw and pro¬ 
ceed with the transaction 


Doctors await 
court ruling 


Victoria doctors plan a 
meeting next Thursday to re¬ 
view the health ministry's 
suggestion lh$t patients 
should sign for treatment 
they receive, Victoria Medi¬ 
cal Association president 
Douglas Critchley said 
Thursday. 

The doctors hope that by 
then the B.C. Supreme Court 
will have ruled on an applica¬ 
tion from the B.C. Medical 
Association for a temporary 
injunction to restrain the 
Medical Services Commis¬ 
sion from issuing the new 
claim cards. The association 
said its agreement with the 
provincial government con¬ 
tains a clause requiring the 
consent of both parties for 
any change to the claim card. 

Vancouver-area doctors 
voted Wednesday to defy a 
change in billing procedures 
that would require patients to 
sign medical services claim 
cards to prove they had been 
seen by a doctor. 

They endorsed a proposal 
by the BCMA for a charge 


card system which would 
give patients a financial ret 
ord of serv ices provided. 

Speaking for himself, and 
not necessarily the medical 
society. Critchley said the 
new claim cards would be a 
nuisance to physicians, and 
would probably not achieve 
what the government hoped 
they would. 

“I don't see what the gov 
emment is going to get out of 

R." ' 

Several years ago patients 
w ere sen^ a quarterly recard 
of their claims. Critchley 
said, but that system w as dis 
banded by the government 
because of its expense and 
because it revealed no dis 
crepancies in billing. Critch 
ley said. 

Present computerized bill 
ing records should prove suf 
flcient for spotting patients 
who abuse the medical plan 
by going from doctor to doc¬ 
tor to get drug prescriptions, 
one of the reasons cited by 
Health Minister Robert 
McClelland for the signature 
requirement. Critchley said 


Symphony’s overture 
brings blast frpm city

With expressions of shock 
and amazement over the Vic¬ 
toria Symphony Society's "fi¬ 
nancial mess.” Victoria city 
council's finance committee 
Thursday rejected an appeal 
from tbe organization for ad¬ 
ditional funds. 

Tbe symphony society had 
asked for an unspecified 
amount to help offset a grow¬ 
ing deficit and enable the 
presentation of 18 summer 
concerts in Centennial 
Square. 

Armed with a three-page 
brief and financial statement 
for the past fiscal year, sym 
phony society manager Jean 
Hunter and Alan Hoey. mem 
her of the society's board of 
directors, appeared before 
the committee 


Mayor Michael Young was 
the first to light into the so¬ 
ciety. 

He said he was "shocked 
and horrified" by the so¬ 
ciety's financial situation. He 
said In view of the deficit, he 
found it incredible that the 
society had prepared a $1.1 
million budget for the 1978-79 
fiscal year. 

“It seems to me absurd 
that a society that got itself 
into a mess like this, should 
be starling out with a budget 
over $1 million," the mayor 
said. 

The second broadside came 
from finance committee 
chairman Aid Murray Gla¬ 
zier. 

He said the symphony so¬ 
ciety shouldn't gel any more 
funds until It was shown that 


the organization had definite 
proposals of how to get its 
financial affairs under con¬ 
trol. 

Both the mayor and Gla¬ 
zier. as well as Aid. William 
Tindall, lambasted the so¬ 
ciety for requesting addition¬ 
al funds without even pres¬ 
enting its current budget 

Figures contained in the 
brief were lifted from the last 
year’s budget which ended 
with a $147,000 deficit 

Tindall also objected to a 
sentence In the brief which 
stated that “it appears that 
everyone wants the sympho¬ 
ny (particularly for tha open- 
air concerts) but no one is 
willing to pay for It.” 

Tindall said that statement 
totally ignored the fact that 
the symphony society was 
getting a $00,000 grant from 


the Greater Victoria munici 
polities through the regional 
board. 

He said part of that grant 
was earmarked for the sum 
mer concerts. 

Glazier suggested that the 
society reconsider the timing 
and place for Its summer 
concerts. Last year, between 
25 and 50 people were present 
at each noon concert In Cen¬ 
tennial Square, he said. 

Thera is no admission 
charge for the concerts, but 
Glazier pointed out that 50 
spectators hardly justified 
the.$3,000 it coat for each 
performance 

The committee recoin 
mended that the symphonv 
society take its request for 
additional funds to the Capi 
lal Region Board
